20.—To the ac­ 
compan imen t of salv os fired from n av ­ 
al g u n s, brief y et impressiv e ceremon ­ 
ies su ch as hav e bu t rarely been ac­ 
corded an American here, today pre­ 
ceded the bu rial of Admiral Georg e 
Dewey , hero of Man ila Bay . 
Chaplain J. B. Frazier, who was u p­ 
on the bridg e of the Oly mpia, Dewey ’s 
flag ship, du rin g the battle 
of Man ila 
Bay , con du cted the simple ceremon y 
before a hu g e thron g of American an d 
foreig n officials, army an d n av y men . 
En rou te to the g rav e in Arlin g ton 
cemetery , the An n apolis cadets formed 
a g u ard of hon or. It had been the Ad­ 
miral’s ex pressed wish, du rin g his last 
day s, that the cadets atten d his fu ­ 
n eral, n ot u n der orders, bu t as frien ds. 
When the fu n eral corteg e 
en tered 
the g ates of Arlin g ton cemetery a 
battery of artillery , station ed there, 
fired n in eteen g u n s in salu te an d the 
midshipmen stood at atten tion while 
the procession passed throu g h. 
Chaplain Frazier an d the Rev . Ro­ 
lan d P. Smith spoke the fin al words. 
When the casket was bein g taken 
from its g u n caisson , Presiden t Wilson , 
Secretary of the Nav y Dan iels an d 
other hig h officials stood in a semi­ 
circle, bareheaded, while 
the 
ban d 
play ed “Nearer My God to Thee." 
"Taps” was sou n ded by a lon e mu ­ 
sician as the body was placed in the 
Nelson A. Miles mau soleu m, where it 
will rest u n til the completion of the 
Arlin g ton au ditoriu m.

The dangerou s symptom of this 
carbon-monox ide poisoning comes al­ 
most withou t warning and collapse in 
a garage generally proves fatal, u n­ 
less ou tside aid arrives very soon, be­ 
cau se the ru nning engine continu es to 
generate carbon monox ide 
and 
con­ 
tinu es to mak e the air more poison­ 
ou s. 
In the tests, the chemists fou nd 
dangerou s amou nts of carbon monox ­ 
ide in the farthest part of the ga­ 
rage after twenty to thirty minu tes 
ru nning of the engine, while near the 
engine the air w-as ex tremely u nsafe 
when the engine had ru n abou t fifteen 
minu tes. 
The observer did not re­ 
main in the dangerou s atmosphere 
ex cept when tak ing samples of the 
gas and was not ex posed to the pois­ 
onou s air longer than three minu tes 
on the whole. 
"Smarting and watering of tiie eyes, 
du e to the presence of other nox iou s 
produ cts of combu stion, were the first 
effect. 
After collecting the samples, 
the observer contracted a headache 
and abou t an hou r later became diz­ 
zy. nau seated and very ill.
